NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 7th May, 2003 

S.O. 502(E). WHEREAS the Hon'ble High Court of Calcutta, Circuit Bench at 
Port Blair vide order dated 15.1.2003 in Writ Petition No. 099 of 2002 - Shri P.R. 
Subramaniam & others Versus Union of India & others has directed that a Tribunal 
may be constituted under Section 150 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958) 
and refer the dispute raised by Shri P.R. Subramaniam and 4 others in this regard. 


Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 150 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1958 One Person Tribunal was constituted and Shri Umesh Prasad 
Singh, IRS (Income-tax, 1963) (Retired) was appointed to the said Tribunal vide this 
Ministry's notification of even number published in the Gazette of India- 
Extraordinary under S.O. no. 337(E) dated 28 th March, 2003. Now, Shri Umesh Prasad 
Singh has expressed his inability to discharge the duties of One Person Tribunal due 
to unavoidable personal reasons. 


Now, therefore, in supersession of this Ministry's notification of even number 
published in the Gazette of India- Extraordinary under S.O. no. 337(E) dated 28 th 
March, 2003 and in exercise of the powers conferred by section 150 of the said Act, the 
Central Government hereby constitutes a Tribunal, with headquarters at Mumbai and 
refers the dispute raised by petitioner(s) and appoints Shri B.N. Makhija, former

submit the award of the Tribunal to the central Government within 3 months from the 
date of publication of this Notification in the Official Gazette. The Terms of Reference 
and the Terms & Conditions of said Tribunal are set out in the schedule given below. 


SCHEDULE 


(A) TERMS OF REFERENCE 


To examine the dispute raised in letter dated 3.2.2003 by Petitioner (Shri 
P.R.Subramaniam & others) in the above referred writ Petition seeking reinstatement 
and other relief for 5 seamen whose names appear in the annexure to that demand 
letter addressed to the Secretary, Ministry of Slipping, and to make appropriate 
recommendations. 


(B) Terms and conditions 

(i) The Tribunal shall have its headquarters at Mumbai and secretarial assistance 
shall be provided by the Office of the Shipping Master /Mercantile Marine 
Department Mumbai and the Directorate General of Shipping, Mumbai. 
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(ii) The expenditure incurred by the Tribunal in conducting the proceedings and 
TA/DA and Other allied expenses shall be met out of travel and office 
Expenses budget of DG(Shipping). 

(iii) The Tribunal may invite individuals or any class of seamen or any union of 
seamen, persons connected with the matter in India and owners of ships where 
petitioners, 5 seamen, retrenched by M/s. Fleet Management Private Ltd 
were employed, for giving evidence and for obtaining information relevant to 
the terms of reference. Tribunal may also invite the office bearers who are 
involved in concluding the NMB Agreements for any clarification and 
production of records, information as required, during the proceedings of the 
Tribunal. 

(iv) The chairperson of the One Person Tribunal Shall be paid Rs. 1500/- per sitting 
(or per day) and would also be entitled to TA/DA, as admissible under the 
rules. (Explanation: One sitting shall not be less than five hours on each 
occasion). 

(v) The term of the Tribunal shall be for 3 months from the date of its constitution. 

The report will be submitted by the Tribunal to the Government within 3 months 

from the date of its constitution.
